In addition, the copy of the ^plication you eiK:losed is titled, "Exchange Mechanisms 
For Digital Information Packages with Bandwidth Secxiritization, Multichannel Digital 
Watermarks, and Key Management". It is entirely unclear which application(s) are at 
issue. 

Finally, these forms indicate an address ("last known") as 2929 Ranaona... As the 
principal of Wistaria Trading has been aware for some time, and as you obviously are 
aware, the California address has not been valid for years. Why wouW you send the 
package to New York, if you thought I was in California? That is a rhetorical questioa In 
any case, I have long since abandoned any hope of &thoming the arcane, and no doubt, 
thoroughly logical thought patterns of attorneys regarding the most efiQcient execution of 
matters in their clients' interests. I might add that if you know my correct address, but 
solicit my signature on a document which lists information you know to be fidse, then 
under 18 USC 1001, "you jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent 
issuing thereoa"

Until these errors and inconsistencies in the docxmientation are corrected, I cannot, in 
good feith and conscience, execute any of these legal instruments. 

While it is of minor 
inconvenience to me, I am sure your client(s) would not be impressed with the redundant 
correspondence, and the possibility of having an application voided by a simple mistake.
